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T was thought fit to give this Advertiſernent; That whereas there are Propoſitions in 
Print, ſetting forth the Rates and Terms for 1ſuring of Houſes ; being Six Pence in

or any wiſe Dammified, by reaſon of Fire; 

And becauſe it might occaſion ſome Diſpute about the Expences of Work-Men, in making 
good the Damages where the Houſe is neither Burnt down nor Demoliſhed, but only Broken 
or Daminified ; it is thought neceſſary to avoyd ſuch Differences, that the Qfice ſhould have 
the Liberty to ſet their own Work-Men, to Repair all ſuch — : And if they are not 
Repaired at the Charge of the Office within Two Months after the faid Damages made, then 
to Forfeit the whole Sum expreſſed in the Policy, as if the ſame were Burnt down or De-
